The 
state 
of California 
has 
approved the concept of the regional 
sewer plant system, clearing the 
way for funding and construction 
probably in September 1974, it was 
revealed last night. 
News of the action was given to 
the City Council in a verbal report 
by 
City 
Administrator 
Gene 
Wahlers. 
“ Here is some good 
news,” he said to preface his 
announcement. 
The 
Council 
im m ediately 
instructed Wahlers to direct Brown 
and Caldwell consulting engineers to 
com plete 
the 
plans 
and 
specifications for submission to the 
state by April 15,1974. 
The approval is for a five million 
gallon a day treatment plant to 
serve the City of Lompoc, Mission 
Hills and Vandenberg Village. 
Wahlers told the council the city 
had yet to get signed agreements 
from the other two entities, but that 
he was proceeding to wrap up the 
final details. 
Later, Wahlers told this reporter 
construction on the project has been 
estimated 
at 
18 
months. 
If 
construction begins in September of 
1974, completion could be expected 
in February or March of 1976, 
Wahlers said. 
As it is now approved the project 
plant will have an eventual capacity 
of 12 million gallons a day. Costs of 
the first phase have been estimated 
at $9 million with 87 Vi per cent to 
come from state and federal grants. 
The balance will come from private 
disposal companies in Vandenberg 
Village and Mission Hills and from a 
$1.5 million bond issue passed by 
city voters in 1972.

State workers benefits 


State employment, long viewed as highly desireable by 
reason of benefits not generally enjoyed in private 
employment, has been losing much of its glitter in recent 
years. 
Soaring inflation has resulted in state salaries, in many 
categories, falling behind comparable pay in industry Job 
security, once thought to be absolute, has turned out to be 
something less than that provided by union contracts in 
industry. 
And a particularly bitter pill has been the health 
protection benefits for state workers. It is in this area the 
state has really failed to keep up with the times 
For the trend has been for the employer to pick up larger 
and larger shares ot the health insurance package with 
some paying the full freight 
The state was a late entry in this field. It reluctantly 
assumed a small part of the health insurance cost a few 
years ago. It has iust as reluctantly made small 
increases 
in these contributions. Unfortunately, 
almost 
every 
adjustment 
of 
the 
employer 
contribution 
has 
been 
accompanied by a premium increase The net effect has 
been increased costs to the employe. 
The current status of the program is that the state is 
making a flat contribution for employe coverage and 
nothing for the worker's dependents. This is a $16 00 per 
month payment which is only about 50 percent of the 
employe cost although, depending on the coverage, could 
be as much as 80 percent 
The failure of the state to keep up with employer practice 
has been partly the fault of 
the State Employees 
Association which did nothing to initiate state contributions 
and. for a long time, very little to get the ante raised 
But times have changed and the employe group is pushing 
hard for a measure now pending whereby the state would 
assume 90 percent of the premium and 75 percent of 
dependent coverage costs 
The issue seems to rest squarely with the administration 
For the Legislature has demonstrated a willingness to 
provide for the employes by its actions in establishing 
coverage for its own staff. Legislative workers, and the 
members, enjoy a much better health protection plan than 
presently available to rank and file employes. 
Under their plan the benefits provide 100 percent hospital 
coverage and 100 percent medical and dental coverage, less 
certain deductibles. While the premiums are higher, single 
employes premiums are fully paid while costs to the 
employes for dependent coverage are generally below that 
presently borne by other state workers 
Legislators 
however pay the full costs for their own health insurance 


State worker health insurance, excepting for the group 
plans, are far short of 100 percent medical and hospital 
costs and often leave the worker with disastrous debts This 
deficiency in employe benefits was a strong point made in 
the recent study of state worker benefits done for the 
administration by an independent consulting firm 
Those most active in pushing for more adequate health 
protection for state workers point out that whatever 
increased costs the state assumes will probably only be of 
short duration. 
The time is not to distant, they say, before there will be a 
federal program providing health care for everyone When 
this comes to pass, probably within the next ten years, the 
need for individual employe- employer plans will no longer 
exist 
There is little question the trend, fostered by public 
demand, is for a universal health care program financed 
along lines similar to social security Already State Senator 
George Moscone has met with some inital success with 
legislation for such a program on the state level, although 
his proposal still has many hurdles to overcome

nab. Bahnsen, who had pitched a 
pair of no-hitters in the minors in 
1966 and 1967, stood gazing into 
centerfield for a few moments 
before retiring the last hitter. 


“ I always wanted to pitch a no­ 
hitter in the big leagues,’’ said 
Bahnsen who won 21 games last 
year after being traded to the White 
Sox from the Yankees. “ I wish 
Williams would have pulled the ball 
a little. He’s a tough hitter.” 
Bahnsen, who gave up a walk to 
Dave Duncan with two out in the 
second inning and then retired 17 
batters in order before walking 
Duncan again in the eighth, picked 
up his 
16th victory against 
14 
defeats.

ATLANTA - (NEA) - 
What does THAT record, THE 
record, mean to Henry Aaron, 
the man who most assuredly 
will break it? 
“ It means,” he says, sitting 
with sawed-off blue sweatshirt 
before his locker cubicle, 
“ that people listen to me now 
where, say, 10 years ago, my 
words got lost. ” 
Only in the last two years, 
has Aaron begun to receive 
the national recognition that 
his phenomenal career has so 
richly deserved Only, that is, 
since his pursuit of the career 
home-run record held by Babe 
Ruth has brought him inescap­ 
ably, finally, into the lime­ 
light. 
People listen to him be­ 
cause they are watching him. 
And it becomes of great inter­ 
est to know what kind of man 
he is. He also is greatly aware 
of this: “ Ruth's record is 
about the last thing in profes­ 
sional sports that whites can 
hang onto — the legendary 
record of the Sultan of Swat ’ 
he says. 
He has recently become 
identified with black causes 
For example, he is now a 
close personal friend of the 
Rev. Jesse Jackson, a leading 
young black spokesman. Aar­ 
on, in winter, now is the or­ 
ganizer of a celebrity bowling 
tournament in Atlanta with 
proceeds going to research on 
sickle cell anemia, a disease 
that afflicts black people. 
Aaron is also outspoken on 
the progress, or lack of it, for 
blacks in baseball. He says 
that blacks are stagnating 
“ Whatever so-called progress 
there is — likes blacks staying 
in the same hotels with the 
white players - this came 
about from civil rights legisla­ 
tion, not from any leveling 
action by baseball, says Aar­ 
on 


“ Why aren t there no black 
managers? Why aren t there 
even no black third-base 
coaches? There are token first 
base coaches — a few. But 
what does a first base coach 
do** He has no duties. No res­ 
ponsibilities. Nothing. Abso­ 
lutely nothing. He's not ex­ 
pected to have any intelli­ 
gence.” 
Aaron still feels some of the 
cliches of being black. He 
remembers that once blacks 
were considered “ too gutless” 
to be able to take the pres­ 
sures of day-in, day-out major 
league baseball. 
* Jackie Robinson changed a 
lot of those beliefs," says 
Aaron. “ His courage and in­ 
telligence showed what the 
black man could be made of. 
“ I hear about blacks having 
natural 
ability. 
natural 
rhythm. That's not the only 
reason for the blacks success 
in baseball, or in sports. Look 
at a Maury Wills. It takes a 
lot of thought, a lot of analyzi- 
ing to steal 104 bases in a sea­ 
son. 
“ And you don’t hit over 700 
home runs in a career by just 
having natural rhythm You

“ There were no blacks in 
major league baseball until I 
was 13 or 14. and Jackie Rob­ 
inson broke in in 1947,” said 
Aaron. “ He gave us all hope.” 
Aaron was asked about the 
coincidence that Babe Ruth 
died just one year later. Did 
his death at the time mean 
anything to Aaron? 
“ No, not really,” said Aar­ 
on “ Ruth was in a different 
world. Baseball when he 
played was something no 
black kid could relate to. We 
had nothing to wish for. You 
know, of all the pictures I ve 
ever seen of Babe Ruth, I've 
never seen one w ith him and 
black kids. Have you? This is 
no knock on Ruth. It’s just the 
way it was. I don't think 
many blacks went to the base­ 
ball games. It's like I don’t go 
to ice hockey games, even 
though it might be a great 
sport. But I can’t relate be­ 
cause there are no blacks in 
that game.” 
It was Robinson who al­ 
lowed Aaron to “ relate“ to 
baseball. Aaron holds im­ 
mense respect and gratitude 
for Robinson and his memory 
“ Before Jackie died, in the 
days when he was going 
blind," said Aaron, “ we had 
long talks. I will never forget 
that he told me to keep talk­ 
ing about what makes me 
unhappy, to keep the pressure 
on. Otherwise, people will 
think you're satisfied with the 
situation ”

ownership. A very clever 
conclusion, indeed. 


1 agree that the State 
Vehicle “ Code" provisions 
relating to bicycle traffic 
situations are “ inconsistent 
and ambiguous” . But the 
applicability of the “ Code” 
to 
bicycles 
is 
also 
“ in co n sisten t 
and 
ambiguous” , for instance: 
Section 670 clearly excludes 
“ any 
device 
moved 
by 
human power” 
(bicycles, 
rollerskates, 
skateboards, 
and 
people) 
from 
the 
definition of “ vehicle” (this 
definition is made pervasive 
through the construction of 
the “ Code” by Section 100). 
But some courts, including 
ours, 
dictate 
that 
the 
“ Vehicle Code” applies to 
bicycles, etc.; 
this is a 
preposterous violation 
of 
basic reasoning, unless we 
admit that “ newspeak” , in 
addition 
to 
being 
the 
language of the future, is 
also a logic discipline which 
justifies 
such 
criminal 
attacks on common sense as 
the tenets that “ war is 
peace” and “ Big Brother’s 
protection is freedom ”. 


The first item on the 
agenda

to 
change 
“ Vehicle Code” to a more 
apt 
title. 
I 
suggest 
something 
catchy 
like 
“ Manual for the Control of 
Machine- People” , but there 
are more surreptitious titles

New farm legislation 


Assemblyman Bob Wood has taken full 
aim at the continuing farm labor strife and 
has introduced legislation designed to end 
the battles. 
It isn’t the first effort at trying to end 
the strife, there have been many. But 
Wood, a farmer himself, does not view his 
proposal as taking sides with anyone in the 
labor dispute and intends only to provide 
for 
an orderly method of selecting 
collective bargaining representatives and 
hopefully ease the tensions in the areas 
where the law of the jungle appears to be 
predominate. 
The bill would establish a five member 
Agriculture Labor Relations Board with 
the sole responsibility the protection of 
secret ballot elections in farm labor 
disputes. It is similar in nature to a bill co­ 
authored 
at 
the 
federal 
level 
by 
Congressman Charles M. Teague. It is also 
similar to two measures which were 
introduced in the State Senate before the 


July recess. One was killed and the other 
holds little hope. 
Under the Wood proposal, workers or 
farmers could petition the new board for a 
hearing to determine whether or not a 
question of representation existed. If the 
question did exist, the board would have 
the duty to conduct a free protected secret 
ballot election to decide who the workers 
wanted as their representative. 


The bill is weak in one area, certainly, 
and that is it makes no provision relating 
to strikes nor does it propose any changes 
relating to secondary boycotts. But Wood 
says he wants to avoid these controversies 
in the hope of getting approval of at least 
one issue. 


Perhaps that is the way to go. One at a 
time. For certainly, differences must be 
put aside and some type of regulatory 
legislation established so peace can come 
to the agricultural industry and benefits to 
the consumer. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Facing crisis 


WASHINGTON - Going through 
the 
necessary 
soul-searching 
of 
deciding whether to fight a battle, or 
to run away from it, is far more 
difficult than the battle itself. — 
Richard Nixon in “ Six Crises.” 
That is a clue to the ordeal of self- 
imposed silence President Nixon 
went through for three months. That 
other crisis — the so-called secret 
fund 
furnished 
by 
California 
businessmen — was as an anthill 
compared to a mountain when it 
comes to Watergate. 
The crisis in 1952 
when he was Gen. 
D w i g h t 
D. 
Eisenhower’s 
running mate on the 
Republican 
ticket 
w a s 
r e l a t i v e l y 
simple. He had to 
stand off the press 
attacks 
and 
the 
suspicions of party 
l e a d e r s 
a n d 
convince one man, 
that is Eisenhower, 
that he should not 
be dropped from the 
ticket. 
Yet as he himself relates he went 
through an agony of self-doubt. He 
relates how as the attack grew in 
intensity the fight went out of him 
and he wondered how much more 
of 
this 
beating 
he 
could 
take. 
Expressing his doubts to his wife he 
said that he thought he should resign 
if that would help Eisenhower win. 
As he relates it, she scoffed at these 
doubts and insisted that he must 
rule resignation out. 
But the self-torture went on He 
describes how after a conference 
with four close advisers that lasted 
until 3 A.M. in a hotel room in 
Portland, he sat for another two 
hours brooding about how he could 
find a way out. This is a poignant 
picture, 
charged 
with 
his 
own 
feeling of the vigil of a wronged and 
lonely man. 
Finally at 5 A.M. he made the 
basic decision to fight to stay on the 
ticket since, if he were to resign it 
would be an admission of guilt and it 
might cost Eisenhower the election. 
The 
next 
passage 
was equally 
revealing of the man in torment: 
“ Now the most difficult phase of 
the crisis was over — that agonizing 
period when I had to make the 
decision to fight the battle or to run 
away. Ahead of me were still three 
days of almost superhuman effort: 
preparing for the battle and then the 
battle itself, a half-hour broadcast 
in which the slightest mistake might 
spell disaster for me, my family, 
and my party.” 
Although in magnitude the crisis 


over the fund cannot be compared 
with the ordeal of Watergate. The 
circumstances 
in 
these 
turning 
points in Nixon’s life are strikingly 


the same. He had begun his vice 
presidential tour in California in a 
state of euphoria, the darling of his 
party 
for 
his 
attack 
on 
the 


communists and his prosectuion of 
Alger Hiss. This was just as the 
charges on the fund surfaced in 
newspapers across the country. 


The Watergate disclosures came 
after Nixon had won the greatest 
landslide in history carrying every 
state except Massachusetts. If he 
was not euphoric he was imbued 
with such confidence as to seem to 
put him beyond the common reach. 
His successes in foreign policy — 
China, the Soviet Union — lent a 
magisterial air to what he meant to 
be a triumphant second term. 


Then cam e the descent into the 
pit. His April 10 speech in his own 
defense was found to be confused 
and contradictory. 
Even friends 
said privately that it had done more 
harm than good His daughter, Julie 
Nixon Eisenhower, told reporters 
that he had seriously discussed 
resigning. 


If a week of uncertainty caused 
him the anguish he relates in “ Six 


Crises,” one can only speculate on 
the ordeal of three months that 
ended with his speech Wednesday 
night. The President has been so 
isolated during this time that those 
who have had glimpses of him from 
time 
to 
time 
give 
conflicting 
reports. Some have seen him as 
confident and poised, while others 
found him tense and distracted. 
Given the Nixon temperament, 
the introverted 
isolated sufferer 
who anguishes alone as he has 
shown not only in “ Six Crises” but in 
episodes throughout his career, the 
question is whether he has been 
badly scarred by his latest ordeal. 
That is to say whether he is a whole 
man who can lead the nation out of 
the worst trouble since the Civil 
War. In the introduction to “ Six 
Crisis” he doubts the “ born leader” 
theory and adds that he has found 
that leaders are subject to all 
human frailties: 
they lose their 
tem p e rs, 
becom e 
d ep ressed , 
experience the other symptoms of 
tension. 
Sometimes even 
strong 
men cry. 
This was the diagnosis of Richard 
Nixon behind the blind of his own 
secrecy. His conduct in the days and 
weeks will be a supreme test of a 
President who has seen his greatest 
triumph overwhelmed by disaster.
